REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Again I present my annual report concerning the 
conditions of your schools. In these days the public is 
becoming more interested each year in its schools. Thus 


every year should mark an advance in the progress to- ° 


ward that educational goal which many are striving to 
reach—efficiency. For men in all walks of life are sit- 
ting down to reckon the results. Education should 
come in for its share of this rigid scrutiny. Costs and 
results must be compared in the educational field as 
elsewhere. 

Teachers 

Owing tothe great demand for teachers we were 
able to retain only oneof our last year’s teachers, al- 
though the district increased their salaries to the limit 
of its funds. The Board of Education and the Superin- 
dent both know that the greatest efficiency in any 
school system cannot be reached until we are able to 
hold the “A” teachers more than one year. To do this 
we must economize in other lines (which I will mention 
later) and increase our school revenue not only from the 
town but from the state. 

We have thus far been able to maintain he high 
quality of the teaching force by careful consideration of 
the new teachers. It is impossible to attract Normal 
graduates from the Normal schools even without ex- 
- perience. For we have been able to offer only $13 per 
week for 36 weeks in the elementary schools, or about 
$9 per week for 52 weeks. May the voters of this dis- 
trict consider this matter with careful thought and con- 
sideration. 

Heating System at North Woodstock 
The facts and recommendations which I will offer 
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to the district about thissystem are not only from my 
own investigations and observations but those of an ex- 
pert on heating systems. The time has come when the 
district must have a heating system that will produce © 
results. Teachers and pupils cannot and are not ex- 
pected to work in rooms which have a temperature from 
40 to 60 degrees. These temperatures have again and 
again been taken in some of the rooms at nine o'clock 
inthe morning. Many parents have been actually afraid 
to send their children to school for fear the rooms would 
be so cold that their health might be impaired. Fur- 
thermore the tax payers of this district cannot afford to 
buy the large amount of fuel that is bought each year 
and receive unsatisfactory results. 

The basement and halls are not heated with this 
system and therefore with a cold basement and two 
cold halls we have cold study rooms. One can readily 
see that here is one of the important defects. Then two 
of the furnaces are badly cracked. They have been 
used about 15 years and certainly it would be practically 
throwing money away to try and repair or tap this sys- 
tem. 1 feel sure the voters of this district will at the 
annual school meeting make some provision for a new 
heating system before another year. 


Repairs 


The toilet facilities at Woodstock have been put in 
excellent shape. ‘The boys and girls have entirely sepa- 
rate closets on each floor. Provision was made for 
proper ventilation in all four closets thereby providing 
satisfactory sanitary conditions. ® 

At North Woodstock that which was the unfinished 
room on the second floor has been sheathed, a double 
floor laid, water and heat installed. This room is now 
used fora Physics and Chemical laboratory. With a 
few minor changes this room will be in first class shape. 
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The walls and ceiling need to be whitewashed and. tint- 
ed. The light of afiy building cannot be the best with 
untinted walls. School-rooms should be made as at- 
tractive as the district can afford. This building also 
was wired for electric lights but the bulbs have never 
been secured. It would greatly aid the teachers and 
pupils on many days during the winter months. 

The building at Woodstock needs very badly to be 
painted. The outside appearance of the building is very 
untidy and besides the clapboards are beginning to be 
affected by the rain and sun. This would not be an 
expensive outlay to the district. 


High School 


Probably one of the most progressive steps enacted 
by the present Board of Education was the establishing 
of a four year course. This is approved by the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction and thus is doing the same 
amount of work in the subjects taught as any high 
school in the state. In other words any pupil who 
graduates from the Woodstock high school may enter 
either Normal school or New Hampshire State. college 
without examinations. 

The time is at hand when we need a Domestic 
Arts Course for the girls. This is one of the most im- 
portant courses in many of the high schools of the state 
for it is a preparation for later life that is practical. 
The work in this course should begin in the fifth grade 
and extend through the twelfth grade. 

The boys should also have elementary work in 
Manual Training, for if a boy does not begin to use tools 
early in life he will not gain the most out of life. This 
shou!d also begin at the same grade as the Domestic 
Arts Course. 

By making minor changes in the Classical and the 
English courses one extra teacher can handle this work. 
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We have rooms in the basement, if they are heated, for 
carrying on both of these courses. If we continue to 
hold to the present courses, tuition pupils who would 
naturally come to Woodstock high school, will go else- 
where unless we provide subjects equal to what these 
pupils can get in other neighboring high schools. Six 
to eight tuition pupils will aid the district in paying the 
salary of this extra teacher. 

We were very fortunate to secure as teachers in the 
high school, Alice King, a graduate of Bates college and 
of the University of Illinois. She is an experienced 
‘teacher and has in this short time shown her ability as a 
leader in the school and the community. Also Barbara 
Gould, a student of Bates college. She toc has made 
good. 


Attendance 


You will notice from the table of statistics that the 


per cent of attendance last year was excellent. Only 
one school had a per cent of attendance below 90%. For 


the past few months the attendance has been poor, in 
fact this has been the case throughout the country, ow- 
ing to the prevailing disease which has spread over the 
entire world. With but two or three exceptions parents 
have been very loyal in complying with the school laws. 


General 


The Tannery school was not opened this year as 
there were only six pupils in this part of the town. The 
district has paid their transportation by rail to Wood- 
stock, thus saving the district $35 per month. Besides 
these pupils are having far more advantages than they 
could receive in such a small school. 

The Board of Education has met several times dur- 
ing the year and at each meeting school matters were 
thoroughly discussed before any final action was taken. 
The teachers and superintendent continue to have their 
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individual conferences which tend toward closer co- 
operation.
